The Standard Brands of California 
is constructing a plant in East Oak- 
land that will cost approximately 
$500,0000. This plant is being con- 
structed on a strictly union basis, 
which means that decent working 
conditions will prevail on the job and 
the prevailing wage scales are being 
paid to employes. 

The plant will be one of the larg- 
est in the west and will employ sev- 
eral hundred persons on completion.

Today in Alameda County more 
than 2700 CWA workers were sent 


back to the army of unemployed. Cut- 
ting down expenses is the excuse 
used by those in charge at Washing- 
ton. Just what the real reason for 
this lay-off is has not been deter- 
mined by those in charge of the CWA 
office here. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor warned 
the house labor committee last week 
when he said: “The country will face 
a grave period of unrest if employ- 
ment of CWA workers is not contin- 
ued. I do not believe these workers 
will go back to the ranks of the un- 
employed and do it quietly.” 

The slash in Alameda County CWA 
workers amounted to about 25 per 
cent. Organized Labor is protesting 
this reduction claiming that it is too 
drastie at this time.

Owkland should be proud of the 


fact that it started the CWA work 
nineteen days behind time. When 
certain officials of the city govern- 


ment protested the “hold-up” of this 
work all kinds of excuses were used 
to cover-up the reports from Wash 
ington,

limb” if it didn’t wake up and find 
some CWA work within the city. This 
has happened and work that should 
have been completed at this time, by 
the city, has only just begun.

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GOVERNMENT BECOMING BANKER 
Wher

present administration took charge of the reins

' government a situation was created by big bankers of the 
United States under which it locked as if they were bent on 
“Talking Turkey,” to the government in their own language. 


But the present administration turned the tables on the 
bankers so quickly and so effectively that they have been on 
the defensive ever since. There is plenty of talk about what 
the bankers are going to do to the administration and there are 
some cases where they have started to try to do it, but up to 
date they do not seem to have gotten very far. | 


On the other hand incidents are taking place every day, 
which make it very plain that the government is “Talking 
Turkey” to the bankers, with the enthusiastic approval of the 
majority of the people. 

One of these incidents took place in New York the other 
day when Jesse Jones, who is given credit for being adminis- 
trator in fact, of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, had 
the following to say to a convention of the New York Bankers’ 
Association: 

“If you bankers will not be the agencies for credit the 
Government will. 

“If you will not be the means for transfusing of credit to 
industry the Government itself will have to get powers from 
Congress to take over a large part of your business. 

That's telling it pretty plainly to the bankers in a mighty | 
few words. If some of them still feel they should have the 
privilege of refusing to make loans to contractors and others, 
unless they first will agree to reduce wages, run open shop, or 
what not, they may find to their sorrow, that we now have a 
government, which stands ready, not only to go over their 
heads in order that labor may get something like a fair deal. 
but which is ready to displace the private bankers entirely if 
they don’t behave themselves. 

This is most certainly making progress in the right direc- | 
tion. 


WHEN COURTS HEED PEOPLE 


Considerable has been said and written about the recent 
five to four decision of the Supreme Court in which it ruled 
that the state of Minnesota had a right to declare a two years’ 
moratorium on mortgages, which were ready for foreclosure 
proceedings under existing contracts. 

In the final analysis the reasoning used by the majority 
opinion of the court was that the existing emergency has cre- 
ated conditions under which it serves the public welfare to 
disregard time-honored but outworn precedents, which under 
present conditions no longer serve the same purposes they did 
at the time, when courts took the opposite view. 

Chief Justice Hughes, who might have been expected to 
take the opposite view, was the one to cast the deciding vote 
and write the majority opinion, thus demonstrating that he 
was capable of hearing the voice of the people and seeing the 
necessity for what has come to be called the “New Deal" legis- 
lation passed by the present Congress. | 

It seems to be the concensus of opinion that this decision 
accepts a principle in law, as it is and should be interpreted 
by our courts from now on, under which the bulk of the so- 
called ‘‘New Deal” legislation of the Roosevelt administration 
will be upheld and passed upon favorably. Had the opposite 
opinion prevailed the same reasoning could and doubtless 
would have been used against a large portion of this emergency 
legislation. By declaring it unconstitutional a tense and danger- 
ous situation would have been created, which in all likelihood 
would have made it necessary for Congress to change the com- 
plexion of the Supreme Court by enlarging it.

most as soon as it was seated and a temporary government 
was set up in the hope that this would stay the rising tide of 
revolution. 

What is the trouble in France? It is pretty much the 
same malady,as started previous revolutions, namely the ris- 
ing clamor for bread. The few are getting richer and the many 
getting poorer and less secure. There is talk of establishing 
a dictatorship and the tide seems to swing back and forth be- 
tween fascism and communism. 

Back of it all is the age-long struggle for bread and secur- 
ity of life. In Paris a big bank crash wrecked thousands of 
people and that incident seems to have contributed materially 
to the outbursts of popular indignation. When a government 
ceases to protect its citizens it is usually doomed. 

In Austria the situation is even more tense than in France. 
There a definite movement seems to be under way to attempt 
to crush majority rule and set up a dictatorship. Grave fears 
exist that the situation in Austria may precipitate another 
European war. It was there the World War started.

Thomas Nolan, Boiler 
Makers’ Officer, Dies 


85-Year-Old Veteran Passes Away 
At Portsmouth, Va., While Asleep. 


Portsmouth, Va.—Thomas Nolan, 
international vice president of the 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers, Iron 
Ship Builders and Helpers of Amer- 
\ica until 1925 and special represen- 
tative of the brotherhood since then, 
died here on January 30 at the age 
of 85. 

“Uncle Tom,” as he was generally 
known, occupied a unique place 
among the leaders of the trade union 
movement. He was one of the oldest 


ermakers, with a record of almost 
half a century in continuous good 
standing. 

Because of his age the 1925 con- 
vention of the brotherhood retired 
him from the office of vice president 
and created the position of special 
representative with a good salary, 
which enabled him to spend his re- 
maining years in peace and comfort.

Mr. Nolan was spared the discom- 
fort of a lingering illness. He retired 
on the night of January 30 in appar-

Genera] Johnson has _ tentatfrely 
mentioned both a 36-hour week and 
a 32-hour week, but has not given 
his approval to any specific reduc- 
tion, 

7,000 Invitations Sent Out 


The hours and wages questions, 
production methods, trade practices 
and code authority organization will 
all come under the spotlight at the 
confereuce, for which 7,000 invita- 
tions have been sent out. Over 278 
codes have been approved to date, 
covering 90 per cent of all industry, 
and hearings have been ordered held 
on 353 additional codes. 

The conference will be opened by 
President Roosevelt, followed by a 
Speech by General Johnson.
